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Woman walking across Western 
Canada in support of PTSD

A former soldier is completing a 
three-year walk across Canada in sup¬ 
port of post-traumatic stress disorder. 

Kate MacEachem is walking from 
Saskatchewan to Chilliwack, B.C. 
this summer after having begun her 
walk, dubbed The Long Way Home, in 
2012. MacEachem originally started 
her walk from CFB Gagetown to her 
hometown of Antigonish, N.S., a dis¬ 
tance of 586 kilometres. At that time, 
MacEachem was still in the military. 
She then took a year off before travel¬ 
ling 1,867 kilometres from Cape Breton 
to Ontario. 

On June 4, she walked 48 kilometres 
from Innisfail to Didsbury, before trav¬ 
elling south to Carstairs and Airdrie 
the following day. 

She suffered several physical injuries 
and was diagnosed with PTSD in 2010. 

“I (also) come from an entire family 
of first responders, so it’s always been 
out there, but it’s not something I real¬ 
ly understood until (my diagnosis),” 
she said. 

“Basically the goal of this walk is 
awareness, but (also about) getting 
conversations started about post-trau¬ 
matic stress disorder. When things 
become talked about they become less 
scary. When they become less scary, 
it’s easier to cope and heal," she said. 

The walk is raising funds this year for 
Alpha K9, a group from Sacramento, 
Calif., Paws fur thought from Halifax, 
the Wounded Warriors Weekend 
Foundation and the N.A.S.H. Project 
from Lethbridge. 

“It’s been incredible this year. Every 
year is absolutely amazing but ... the 
support we have this year is incred¬ 
ible. We went from support online and 
emails ... but not so much the physic¬ 
al side of it to every day we’re out 
here, people stopping and (hosting) 
big receptions at the end of the night. 
People are willing to listen and willing 
to talk out here which is incredible, 
and that’s one of our goals,” she said. 

Didsbury’s Rural Ride For 
Dad members jumped on board 
with MacEachem’s campaign to raise 
funding for ITS!) 

Along with Didsbury AG Foods, they 
held a fundraiser barbecue June 4 in 
front of White Raven. 

Donations in Didsbury on the day of 
the walk raised approximately $1,250 
for the cause.

fight right now. It’s not just a battle¬ 
field injury, it’s an everybody ii\jury. I 
used to believe it was just soldiers and 
I know there’s more people like me, 
so we’re trying to do what we can for 
awareness,” she said. 

Rebecca Santana, who founded the 
N.A.S.H. Project and is travelling on 
horseback with MacEachem, said she 
founded the organization initially to 
help rescue abandoned horses and 
dogs. 

The project now takes the animals 
and trains them to become service ani¬ 
mals for people suffering from PTSD. 

“The dogs we train to become PTSD 


The Town of Didsbury donated a 
campsite for her motorhome, Didsbury 
Veterinary Services provided shelter 
for the horses at no charge, and Brad 
Hartman donated a room and bed for 
her at the Hartman Hollow. 

MacEachem said she is raising 
awareness because PTSD is an invis¬ 
ible injury that happens not only to mil¬ 
itary personnel but also first respond¬ 
ers of all types. 

But she said since she started the 
walk, she has been encouraged that 
more people are becoming aware of 
the disorder and its extent. 

“That’s the stigma we’re trying to 


service dogs and the horses we take 
to train them with the aim of being 
therapeutic riding mounts, so they do 
the ... physical therapy and we also do 
equine assisted learning which is the 
emotional therapy," she said. 

Santana said she has been around 
dogs and horses her entire life. She 
also has had family members suffer 
from PTSD in recent years. 

After her daughter Emily was diag¬ 
nosed with PTSD, Santana took cours¬ 
es on training therapy animals. 

“It evolved into the N.A.S.H. Project 
(in 2013). I have a soft spot for animals 
... and I’ve lost a family member to 
PTSD, so it seemed like a natural fit,” 
she said. 

As friends with MacEachem, Santana 
jumped at the chance to accompany 
her on the walk. 

“We wanted to let people in the com¬ 
munities know that there are different 
programs that can help and that PTSD 
is not just exclusive to soldiers or 
police officers. It’s not selective."

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Council members believe waste 


commission making progress

The Town of Didsbury will not only remain a 
member of the Mountain View Regional Waste 
Management Commission, but town officials have 
proposed becoming its managing partner. 

Council members recently decided to revoke the 
letter of withdrawal town officials sent to the com¬ 
mission late last year. 

In a closed session following the council meeting 
of May 26, council members made a resolution to 
bring the matter forward and indicate to the commis¬ 
sion they were no longer going to withdraw from the 
commission. 

Council members made the decision to withdraw 
from the commission at the Dec. 9 council meeting, 
primarily based on the poor financial condition the 
commission was in at the time. Since that time, how¬ 
ever, the commission’s board of directors and staff 
have made an effort to address financial issues. 

“Council thought that they’re moving ahead on 
their plans (for reform), so we thought it was a 


choice of ours that we ... show good faith," said 
Didsbury mayor Rick Mousseau. 

Mousseau said he wasn’t sure last week how 
Didsbury’s latest move might impact the commission 
in the future, but he said council members will be 
eagerly awaiting the outcome of a waste commission 
meeting that was due to take place today. 

He said town staff and council members are also 
interested to find out what commission members 
decide to do with an application from Didsbury offi¬ 
cials to become the commission’s managing partner. 

In a letter earlier this spring to the commission’s 
chair Mary Ann Overwater, Roy Brown, the town's 
chief administrative officer, said he saw many bene¬ 
fits of the town managing the commission’s affairs. 

He said since the town originally developed and 
managed the landfill, and some of the public works 
staff that oversaw the landfill are still employed by 
the Town of Didsbury, they have some experience 
with the site. Since the landfill is also in close proxim¬ 
ity to the town limits, Brown suggested the commis¬ 
sion could save considerable amounts of money on 
hauling costs. 


Brown wrote in the letter that the town could also 
provide the commission with office space, financial 
services expertise, operational and human resource 
support as well as governance support to the board. 

“Once the Commission has established precisely 
what their needs may be, the Town of Didsbury 
is willing to provide a more in-depth summary of 
the services that we would be able to offer the 
Commission. The Town of Didsbury feels that with 
its key location to the landfill as well as within the 
region and with the resources the town has available 
to the commission, this partnership may be benefi¬ 
cial to both parties and provide the stability that the 
waste management commission requires,” Brown 
stated in the letter.

Motivating kids to 
stay in school

For many years, the education system in our coun¬ 
try has missed the boat on what motivates kids to stay 
in school. If older generations don't want that boat to 
sink beneath them - because about 25 per cent of our 
young people fail to graduate from high school - we 
must reverse our long-standing instinct to focus teach¬ 
ing ambitions on post-secondary education and trade 
apprenticeships. 

Of course, a high school education is an essential 
platform for the 75 per cent of students for whom 
school works, and who do reach higher and farther in 
their learning goals. But first and foremost, graduation 
ought to be about everyone leaving with the skills to 
go out and get a meaningful job. 

If some students can't see immediate value, we risk 
losing them because they see no value at all. Think of 
the cost of that: to the individual, of course, but also 
to the community and even to employers, many whom 
often struggle to find precisely the sort of self-reliant 
worker that the forgotten 25 per cent could become 
with different education priorities. 

What is the way forward? 

Well, we have to be able to give students meaningful 
hands-on experience that makes sense to them, and 
makes them see a practical purpose in competencies 
such as literacy and math. 

Right now, Alberta Distance Learning Centre is 
piloting a project in Bonnyville that does precisely 
that, with a computer-game-style technology we know 
captivates young people, but without the expense and 
potential danger involved in taking them to a heavy- 
equipment job site. The early results demonstrate the

Frankenfood follies put world at peril

speech by Mark Lynas, founder of the anti-GMO food 
movement. "We employed a lot of imagery about 
scientists in their labs cackling demonically as they 
tinkered with the building blocks of life. Hence, the 
Frankenstein-food tag. This absolutely was about 
deep-seated fears of scientific powers being used 
secretly for unnatural ends. These fears spread like 
wildfire . . . This has been the most successful cam¬ 
paign I have ever been involved with." 

Lynass redemption came when he finally decided 
to look at the science. He learned that GMOs require 
less fertilizer, thereby reducing nutrient-rich runoff 
that causes fish killing. He learned that pest-resistant 
seeds reduce insecticide use. And crucial to the UN 
report's prime objective of reducing water consump¬ 
tion, he found that drought-resistant plants lessen 
unsustainable depletion of water aquifers, rivers and 
lakes. 

Contrary to his own Frankenfood label, he found 
that GMO research is actually safer and more precise 
than traditional plant genetics that "mucks about 
with the entire genome in a trial-and-error way." 

Unfortunately, these startling revelations from the 
creator of the anti-GMO movement have come too 
late to reverse the runaway Frankenfood religion 
with millions of converts around the world. Rather 
than convincing his congregation to abandon their 
misplaced faith, his personal redemption has only 
turned him into an apostate in the eyes of his former 
followers. 

The UN Food and Agriculture Organization esti¬ 
mates that agricultural use consumes 70 per cent of 
global water withdrawals. The UN also projects a 
global population increase of more than one billion 
people by 2030. The collision of these two statistics 
means that, unless major reductions in agricultural 
water use can be achieved, dire shortages of both 
water and food affecting billions of people are inevit¬ 
able.

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Westglen athletes do well at track competitions

The Westglen Wildcats track 
and field team won the over¬ 
all team event at the Chinook’s 
Edge South Athletic Association 
(CESAA) championships held on 
May 26 at Hugh Sutherland School 
in Carstairs. 

Rowan Vipond from Westglen 
also claimed the aggregate award 
for earning the most points in 
all the events he entered. Points 
are awarded to each athlete 
depending on where they placed in 
each event. A total of 30 Westglen 
athletes competed at the CESAA 
championships. 

“It’s the best (CESAA result) 
we’ve had in a long time,’’ said 
Tina Heistad, track and field coach 
at Westglen. 

Heistad said this year’s team was 
especially strong because they put 
a lot of effort into practice before 
going to the county meet. 

“They went to their events with 
a strong background in what they 
did, they worked hard, they prac¬ 
tised most days after school and 
they did very well. A lot of them 


finished their event in the top 10," 
she said. 

Nineteen Westglen athletes fin¬ 
ished second or better in their 
events, qualifying for the South 
Central Zone Championships in 
Calgary on June 2. Vipond finished 
fourth in the 400-metre run while 
Jason Gerber finished second in 
the javelin and Trayven third in 
shot put at the zone meet. About 
250 athletes competed at the zone 
championships from different 
schools. 

Heistad said 21 members of the 
team were in Grade 7 this year, 
meaning they are eligible to com¬ 
pete for Westglen again next year, 
putting the team in a good position 
to do well again next year. Other 
members of the team will move on 
to Grade 9 and possibly compete 
for Didsbury High School. 

Meanwhile, Ben Strautman, who 
qualified for the provincial track 
and field championships from 
Didsbury High School, finished in 
seventh in the senior boys shot 
put. 

Strautman’s best throw at the 
championships, held in Lethbridge 
from June 4 to 6, was 12.05 metres.
